THE POLISH QUESTION. 

Tho interminable and ever-sbifting Polish 
question presenta just now a peaceable aspect. 
Russia shows herself extremely anxious to 
avoid o war and to como to ome kind of un- 
derstanding with the three Great Powers, 
which have constituted themselves tho ex- 
ponents of the public opizion of Europo and 
the executors of the Treaty of Vienus. In her 
reply to the last note of France, which was 
presented ot Paris on July 17, she has even 
exceeded public expectation, by accepting five of 
the well-known six poiats in which France, En- 
gland ond Austria bad condensed their principal 
demands, and by approving the project of a 
European Conference, which is to aid her in 
finding for tho intricate question a satisfactory

One point only, however, on which both France| 


and England Inia very great stress, hos not 
yot been conceded—tho proclamation of on 
armistice. Still, tho impression generally 
produced by the Ruseian reply was that, 
notwithstanding the disagreement upon this 
point, a Conference of European Powers would 
soon meet, and the work of compromiso and 
pacification be seriously entered upon. 

In declaring her rendineas to listen to terma 
pacification, Russia has made to public opinion 
a wise ond honorable concession. There waa 
no doubt that on tho eubject of tho Polieh 
griovances Europe was nearly a unit, Even 
the wirmoest admirers of tho truly liboral bud 
progressive policy which Emperor Alexander 
IL. hos pursued in other questions, could not 
but admit, with regard to tho Polish question, 
that there really waa o large amouut of wrong 
to bo rodreessd. It was this uvanimity of 
public opinion which, in case of further com- 
plicationg, might baye greatly endangered tho 
safoty of Russis, who has nothing more serious 
to fear from tho diplomstio counsels of Duro 
pean Conference. Tho majority of the Buro- 
penn Powers will be satisfied, if Russia binds 
herself anow to execute the domonds of tho 
six points, which contuiu little but what Alex- 
I, was willing to concedo, and what 
Alexander If. bos likowico declared himself 
ready to grant, in caso the Poles would luy 
down their arms, 

It bas been announced that the National 
Government of Poland would not bo equally 
willivg to submit its fate to the arbitration of 
a conference of European movareha, and that 
it would in no caso be satisfied with anything 
short of a recognition of the entire indepen- 
dence of Poland. But however just and indis- 
putablo the rights of Poland may bo, as re- 
garded from tho stand-point of the law of na- 
ture, the ability of the National party, under 
present circumstances, to provail against Ruseia 
aud to conquer the independenco of the coun- 
try, is vory questionable. A longer contiou- 
ance of the struggle would probable lead to 
such n exhaustion of tho Polish people as to 
prevent for a long time to come the develop- 
ment of the material resources of the country. 
On the other baod, o national reorganization 
of the Kingdom of Polaad, even under the 
scepter of Russia, would probably give within 
a few years to the National Polish party a 
strength which would forever remove the 
dager of tho Polish nationality being extir- 
pated. Galicia is an encouraging examplo 
that the peaceablo agitation for the inalievablo 
rights of nationalities is, a8 a rule, much safer 
aud much more successful than the appeal to 
arma, 

If only the tetritory of what is proporly 
called the Kingdom of Poland were at etuke, 
the concessions already made by Russia would 
make o permanent solution of the Polish ques- 
tion a comparatively easy task. But no diplo- 
matist bus yot found any solution of the question 
of the disposition of those Russian provinces 
which formerly belonged to the Polish Empire, 
but are now incorporated With Ruesia Proper. 
Tho Poles are uncompromising in demanding 
their reunion with the Kingdom of Poland. The 
Ruseione, on the other band, though they arc 
genorally willing to grant national institutions 
to tho Kingdom of Poland, aro unyielding in 
their claim upon these provinces. They ap- 
peal to the very principle of nationalities ia 
virtue of which the Poles claim their indepen 
deuce, in order to prove that these Polish 
provinces of Russia ought to remain united 
with Russia. Thoy present ethnological tables, 
according to which the Poles of these provinces 
are only a minority of tho aggregate popula- 
tion, oud ore even leas numerous than the 
Russians. Tho fact seems to be undoubted, 
but the Poles maintain that they are still the 
predominating race, that most of the 
Jess numerous vationalities, o8 Lithuanians, 
Germans, Jows, already are or probably will 
be Polandized if the Russian Government does 
not interfere with the natural movement of the 
populatios, and that the Russian inbabitants of 
theso provinces belong to a particular branch 
of the Slavi, which is nearer related to the Poles 
thon to the Russians proper. The Russian 
Government, which bas a clear understanding 
of the great importance of tho nationality priu- 
ciple for the re-orrangemont of the map of 
Europe, will strain every nerve to prevent these 
provinces becomig Polieb, and, instead, to mako 
them Russian./ Terrible conflicts upon this 
field are hardy avoidable, before tho hostile 
nationalities Af Europe will have Jearned to 
settle internptional questions by amicable means. 
If tho forthcoming Congress of European 
powera ebould be unsuccessful in finding a ao- 
lation for the Polish question, it will probably 
be owing to their inability to dispose of the 
difficulties besetting the contested nationality of 
theae Polish provinces of Russia Proper.

NAPOLEON IN MEXICO. 

Among the few clever repartees repented 
(perhops invented) in the salons of Paris as 
Haring been originally uttorod by the present 
Eoperor, is his response to hie cousin Jerome 
Nipoleop, who, in one of their frequent and 
heated sltercations, was exasperated into ssy- 
ig, in ollasion to the very questionable pa- 
tornity of his august relative, ‘ You have noth- 
ing of tho great Napoleon but the name.” 
“Yes, pardon me,” was the quick retort, ‘I 
have—his family.” It was notorious that the 
founder of thst family had more trouble with 
bis brothers and sisters, and found more diffi- 
culty in so ordering them as to avoid gross 
scandals, than with the administration of bis 
vost empire. And ‘tho nophew of his uncle” 
inherits thia ‘(thorn in the flesh,” os his cous- 
ins Jerome ond Matilda bear emphatic witness. 

But Nopoloon III. has now proved his rela- 
tionsbip to hia reputed uncle by one of those 
gigantio follies which are the favorite tempta- 
tion of every lucky cbarlatan who trusts im- 
plicitly in his ‘‘star,” ond not-ot aH in trath 
or justice. Tho eeizure of Mexico by the for- 
mor is a very close counterpart of the clutch 
of Spain by the latter. In either ease, the 
prize was tempting, and the first eost of its 
seizure a mere nothing. A few regiments, a 
few specious profeasions, a few perjuries, and 
all is over. Magnificent Spain, the land of 
Romance and Chivalry, the mother country 
ond possessor of the fairer balf of the Ameri- 
can continent, whose mountains yield lavishly 


the precious metals, and whose vast plains aro 
inexbaustible repositories of vegetable wealth, 
lies paralyzed under tho sway of a contempti- 
ble monarch, an infamous queen, @ corrupt 
Court, ond 6 degenerate aristocracy—leb o 
strong hand bo stretched out for its regeaera- 
tion and all theso will disappear, giving place

Charlomagne or at loost of Charles V. And 
tho first stages of tho evil way are so ensy, 80 
pleasant! Who but a beliover io God could 
imagine that tho dark transactions of Bayonne, 
the easy suppression of the Bourbon family, tho 
triumphal advance to Madrid, the unopposed 
establishment of brother Joseph on the throne 
of ‘Spain ond the Indies," would provo but 
precursora of the disgrace of Baylea, the 
disasters of Salamanen ond Vittoria 7 

Tho conquest of Mexivo by the lesser Napo- 
leon is at bost a grave mistake, It is a fresh 
iron thrust iato the fire by one who has too 
many there already. It is an oxtension of his 


fear oa attack on bis center, It is a new 
drain on tho resources of France, both in men 
fi money, whon they aro already oyerbur- 
dened, And this is not, like the occupation of 
Rome, merely an extra bill of expense, Mex- 
ico may bo overrun by a small army: to re- 
press permanently her turbulent spirits, de: 
baucbed by fifty years of anarchy and license, 
will require a largé one; and tho work can at 
best be but imperfectly performed. Patriotiam 
aud Pluoder are old acquaintaucos in Mexico; 
they will henceforth bo bosom-frionds. LEvory 
natural idler—which is about tho samo as say- 
ing every Moxican—will feel that ho has o 
“mission” to pick pockets and cut 
throats in behalf of ‘God and Liberty. 
And tho distasco from Franco is go great, 
the malaria of tho coast region is so inveterate 
and deadly, and the greater portion of the 
interior is so out up by mountains, raviues, 
precipices, and every conceivable obatruction 
to military movements and operations, that a 
moderate army cannot hold tho yust, wild, 
unproductive, often isolated States, ued main- 
tain its own communications intact, agninst 
even a fecble ond cowardly guerrilla warfare. 
Hardship, exposure, famine, disease, and the 
potty skirmishes which disaffected poossnts 
term surprises and soldicrs stigmatize a3 cow- 
ardly aseassivations, wil waste its regiments 
like April snows, in o gerviee which proffer no 
Jaurels to the brave, while it affords full play 
to the fatal influences of ennui, homesicknesa 
and disgust. 

Mexico, like moat gold-producing countries, 
is estentially poor. Wo do not meon that its 
surface doca not cover grand possibilities of 
future wealth, but ite tax-paying capacity is 
veryslimited. Tho soil of its vast area is offi- 
cially rettrned as worth on aggrogate of $720,- 
000,000, to which add that of city aud village 
property,” $635,000,000, aud we buve a total 
valuation of real estate at $1,355,000,000—say 
$170 per head for its Eight Millions of People; 
while rocky, sterilo New-Eogland, with an area 
which compares with that of Mexico as a cor- 
ral or cattle-pen to the prairies whereon the 
herd is subaisted, returos on official valuation 
of her property at over Kighteon Hundred Mil- 
lions of Dollars, or more than $600+per bead 
for hor Threo Millions of People. Nay: the total 
Agricultural Products ‘of Blexico—which is 
nothing if not Agricultural—are officially cati- 
mated af $25 per head or $200,000,000 for 
hor extire people; while the Monufacturéa Blone 
of New-England amount te ~vers- nearly Pive 
Hundred Millions ia declared value. In other 
words, tho Three Millions of New-Knuglanders 
produce every yesr more thon double the value 
of the annus) industrial products of the Hight 
Millious of Mexicans! Yet Wealth is one main 
object of the French subjugation of Mexico ! 

‘That conquest will prove a grievous blunder, 
A teeming population, like that of Iudia—sub- 
missive, industrious, docile, ond possessing 
much hoarded wealth—may possibly enrich its 
conquerors, if they be prepouderagtly manufac- 
turing and mercantile in their genius; but 
France will be constrained to send far more 
wealth to Mexico than she will ever be able to 
bring away. A railroad from Vera Craz to 
the Capital, and thence in time to the Pucifio; 
another across the Isthmus of Tehuontepeo— 
vast investments to reuder the mines aud min- 
eral regions of Sonora avd the wild North ac- 
cessible—protection against chronic Indian 
raids and outbreaks, os well in Yucatan on 
tbe south os in Durango on the north—on 
every ide, present outlay and expensn to ee- 
cure remote and often illusory benefits—aach 
ia the prospect which Louis Napoleon's new 
clepbant offers to the producers and tax-payers 
of France. A few Imperial favorites may be 
enriched or ennobled by the conquest; tho 
great masa will derive from it only fresh ox- 
actions and burdens. And, when History shall 
sum up the career ot the Imperial adventurer, 
sbe will fix on his forny on Mexico—a raid 
fully o8 wanton and wicked as our own—as 
one of the chief ulterior causes of his final dis- 
comfiture and downfall.

Woe entreat, therefore, every patriot to give 
tho National Draft the benefit of bis per- 
sonal, active, earncet support, and to frowa 
indignantly on’ overy effort to’ dofent it, 
whether by mobs, riots and insurrections, or 
by the more insidious yot equally unjustifiable 
arts of misrepresentation and by appeals to 
whatever ia most selfish and cowardly in 
human nature, Tho Republic ia assailed by 
treasouable hostility, which threatens ite very 
existenco; it is tho duty of overy 
citizen to listen to its summons and rally at oall 
to its defense. If you are drafted, and can 
possibly leave your business, go; if you cannot 
go, send.as your substitute the beat nian whom 
money will obtain; if you cannot possibly get 
one, pay ‘the commutation; but pay $500 for a 
substitute rather than $300 as commutation 
if for no other reason than that, if you vende 
substitute, you cannot be drafted again while 
he continues to ecrve’in your stead; whereas, 
if you commute, that.esuffices only for thie 
draft, ond leaves you clearly liable to the next, 
if a next there sball be. (Such is the official 
construction of the act, though Judge Cadwal- 
ader of the District Court of the U. 8. has 
given o contrary opinion.) And at all events, 
whether drafted or not, show that you stand 
by your country in ber houra of darkuoss 
ond peril. 

All the cavils concorning the covstitutionality 
of the Draft, its justice, fairness, &co., never 
yot staggered ono loyal mind. The millions 
who havo been naturalized in our country 
know perfectly well that they swore to give 
their lives if needed for her defense, and they 
know now, if drafted, that they are called on 
to fulfill the obligation they thus voluntarily as 
sumed. Tho man who has yoted as an Ameri- 
can, perhaps beld or sought office aa an Amor- 
ican, yet now secks to evade Military sorvics 
as an alien, is too paltry to be contemplated 
without disgust; but what better is the native 
who says, ‘I was always glad to be account 
ed on American citizen when that cost noth 
ing; but I rather think this draft is unconsti- 
tutional” Out upon such shabby meanness! 

Americana! your heroic, bleeding brothers, 
who have volunteered to save your couotry 
from partition and ruin, pause in their carcer 
of victory to implore you for nid! They have 
done nobly; but their torn and wasted ranks 
need recruiting to enublo them to complete the 
good work. To this endo Draft has beon 
ordered, and is now in progress, This !s the 
quickest, tho fairest, the most cortain mode of 
obtaining tke recruits pressingly necded, ond it 
is your simple daty, whether peraovally drafted 
or not, to render to that Jaw not merely 
cheerful obedience, but hearty support. The

Unoflicial reports eay the negroes bave been sold 
into slavery, aod that tho officers are treated with 
unmeasured ebuses. 

Of the latter there ia no doubt whatever. Ibave 
conversed with eeveral officers who were exchungod 
on Briday, aud they all tell me that'the first ques- 
tion asked them was whether they commanded 
pegro troope. If the response was in the nogativas 
they wore told that it wos fortunate for them, for 
every d—d nigger commander would be bang or 
shot at sight. 

‘here ia but one opinion with regard to the treats, 
ment our wounded received in Charleston, It was 
cruel, shameful, barbarous. Nearly every sentiment 
of humanity ecems to bave departed from these 
South Carolina wretcbée, Tho slightest guu-shot 
wound, which our army surgeons would bave coon 
jealed, immediately snggested (o these professional 
butchers the knife, the saw, amputation, and, in 
this climato, death, 

Every opportanity to matilate the body by ampata- 
tion was seized upon, and after the operation was 
performed, the eurgeons seemed profoundly indilfer- 
ent whether. spark of lifo remained or not, This 
ehameful treatment was not confined to the eeverely 
wounded, but noarly all who were 60 unfortunate as 
to fall into their hands. 

‘The officers and soldiera now on board tho Cosmo- 
politan will tell you that they bad not o sin; 
chango of clothing, and in many instances not even 
their wounds dressed, until they reached the deck of 
vapital ship. ‘The Sistera of Mercy offered their 
but were not allowed to enter the wards of 
the hospital.

Sino tho aeeanlt of the 18ch but little bas been 
done of avy epecial interest to a public craving bat- 
tles aud bloody encounters, the demolition of the 
mort formidable fortress on the Atlantic coast, and 
the capture of the most accursed of all'the cities in 
the Rebel Confederacy. 

But although no battles havo teen fonght, and no 

aeeaults mado, with long and harrowing lista of 
killed and wounded to scan and scratinize, the 10th 
and 18th Azmy Corps bave not been idle, but by 
day aud night, through tho bot bours of mid-day 
and the still watches of night, bave been working 
with unabated onorgy and determination, end have 
flagged and faltered only when utter physical ox- 
baustion and dieability compelled them to leayo the 
field. 
I venture to eay thet the troops in this depart- 
ment have performed moro geyore labor under 
greater difficulties sinos Gen, Gillmore assumed 
command than those of any other depsrtment in the 
country. Of the kind and amount of lebor, it would 
not bo proper for me, at this stage, to speak. But 
results within a few weeks will ehow for them-

When about 100 yards from the fort the Rebel 
musketry opened witb such terrible effect that for 
an instant tho firet battalion hesituted—but only for 
fn instant, for Col. Shaw, springing to tho front 
aud waving bis sword sbouted, Forward, wy 
brave boys!” and with auotter cheer and a shout 
they rushed through tho ditch, gained the purapet 
on the right, and were eoon engayed in u band to 
hand confiict with the enemy. Col. Shaw was one 
of the first to scale tho wulla, He stood erect to 
urge forward bie men, and while ebonting for them 
tu prees on was shot dead and fellinto the fort, Lis 
body was found with twenty of his men lying dead 
aroncd bun, two lying on his own body. In toe 
niorning they were all buried together in the same 
pit. The first battalion, after losing nearly all their 
officers, Were compelled to fall back, and the second 
came forward and took its place, and held the po- 
sition until it too lost all ite officers, Maj.

Since 1861, there bas been no general elec- 
tion in the State till Mondoy; ond meantime 
the Emancipation policy of Presidont Lincola 
has been used to the utmost by tho pro-Rebel 
party, Evon The JWorld hore paraded the 
Union State Ticket as ‘‘ Republican.” Hon. 
Charles A. Wickliffe, elected to Congress as 
Union" in '61 now runs for Governor on tho 
“Demooratio” ticket, and some other leading 
Unionists went over to the other party. On 
one side, The Louisville’ Journal stigmatized 
Gen, Green Clay Smith, the regular Union 
candidate for Congress In tho Covington Dis- 
trict, ov a Ropublican, and tried to havo him 
Denton by Menzies, the Inte Member. 
Hon. Nat, Wolfe, hitherto accounted 
Union, ran against Hon. Robert Mallory for

Endless pains aro taken by the disloyal news 
pnpora, printed in Now-York aud elsowbero in 
aid of the Robellion, to misrepresent the pro- 
Visions of the Conecriptoa aot, to OUTCo\ ite 
purpose and seceeslty, and in all waye to {n- 
fame against if tho prejudices of tho ignorant 
and passious of the wicked. At this monient 


transiently resisted by on iusurrection, and 
whilo the Government is slowly preparing to 
enforce decisively its execution, the organs of 
the mob aro stoadily and insidiously arranging 
the materials out of which to create another 
riotous opposition. ‘Tho wespon in thelr armo- 
ry most frequently used, is falsification of tho 
act. Once moro, therefore, we examine and 
re-state its regulations. 

‘The purpose of the law cannot be more con- 
siderately nor moro impressively declared than 
it is in the preamble to the act itself. Lot 
those who deem it a hardship to be summoned 
to the defonse of an imporiled country, read 
and ponder thy they are thus summoned: 

“ Whereas, there now oxist (n thy United States an Insnr- 
reotlen and Rebellfou egalust the authority thereof, aud it fs, 
onder tho Constitulton of the United States, the duty of the 
Govormment to suppress Insarrectlon and rebeliloa, to guar- 
autca te each State a repnblicau form of goveromeat, and to 
preserve tho public tracqallllty; and whereas, for these igh 
purposes, a military force Is Indlsponanble, to rales and «up- 
port which all portous ought willingly to contribute; and 
whereas, no service can be wore praisavrorthy and hovorablo 
then that which la rendered for the matotenunce of (he Cou- 
siitulion and Union, and the contoqueat preservation of {reo | 
govercwont: Thereforo, ba it extoted,” ke. |

2, The only son liable to military duty of a 
widow dependent upon his labor for support. 
3, Tho only eon of-aged or Infirm parent or 
parents dependent upon his labor for support. 

4, Where thero ore two or moro sons of 
aged or infirm parenta’ subject to draft, tho 
father, or if he be dead, the mothor, moy cleot 
which eon shall be exempt. 

5. Tho only brother of childron not twelve 
yeara old having neither father “hor mother, 
dependent upon his labor for support.

BUSSIA AND THE THRER WESTEEN 
POWERS. 
When tha reply of Russia to tho notes of 
the Weutern Powora reached London, Paris 
and Vienna, the journals of those cities, which 
are supposed to get their inspiration from their 
Goyoraments, represonted, with romarkable 
unoimity, tho Russian reply as yery concilia- 
tory and on the whole satisfactory.

that abe was not. truly destined to the port of 
Matamorss, but for eome other port in aid of 
and for the use of the enemy, end finully that 
the ship's papora wore faleo and simulated os 
to hor real destination, The opinion of the 
court is not written out in full, but enough is 
stated to show that tho evidence against tho 
yeasel wos ample and completo.

Richmond papers apnonuca the deathof Wm. 
L. Yancoy, ona of tho Gret and fiercest leudors of 
Socession. Ho was born in Columbia, $.C., in 
1815, bat wade Alabuma is home. Iu 1814 ho was 
clocted to Congress in place of that mountain of 
humanity, Dixon H. Lewis, Io 1845 ho was ro. 
elected, and voted for the annoxation of Texas au 
in favor of “ Bufcy-four Porty or Fight," Tv sub- 
eeqacutly contioned bis law business; was sent to 
the Democratic Convention in 1848 which nominated 
Cues, where ho tried to gat throu; lution 
intended to pormit tho transit ond ecttlemont of 
claves all over tho Union. Ie opposed the com: 
promises of 1850, aud from that time became a 
recognized louder of tho extremisia of the South, 
Ina letter written by him in 1858 eccura the oft 
quoted phrase, “to fire the Southern hear” In 
1859 he urged the Logislataro of Alabaws (o call a 
State Convention in cuso a Republican President 
sbpald be clocted. In 1560 ho was a momber of 
the Charleston Conyoution, and was among the 
curliest of the seceding delegates. Then be went 
in for Breckinridge, and cane even to New-York, 
whero he spoke in favor of 6 ooalition of all factions 
to beat Lincolu. In Decombor he was a leadiog 
spirit in the Alabama Convention aud reported the 
ordinance of Secession. ILe was then sevt us Com- 
missioner of the Confederacy (p Borope to plead for 
help, but returned in February, 1862, safely runvlug 
the blockade, and (ook bis eent asa Senator iu the 
Confederate Congress. Mr. Yunooy was impulsive 
and somewhat feckless in his mannera, and, in 
common with tho mass of Southern politicians, 
passed through many rough scones aud had many 
bitter enemies. 


FROM THE ARMY OF TME POTOMAC. 
Tho Battle on the Bappahannock. 
From The Washington Ubroulele, : 

On Satarday morning Gen. Dutord's Cavalry Di- 
viaion crossed the Rappabannock, at the Rappabaa- 
nock Station, oud cbortly afterward encountered a 
brigndo of Btaars's Cavuiry, which thoy ntta

Beds long unused bay boon found so damp 
that the clothes stuck together. Be assured, good 
housewives, that you have not a day to spare if you 
would save your precious things from decay, and pre~ 
sorve tho health of your family.

They send 
as powdor and sbot, sulphur, phosphorus, niter, 
capa, and all manner of explosive and destrnetive 
things, and they would send us more each thinge if 
it was ey accessible to smuggle a rifled cannon across 
tho river o8 it is to quietly slip over with rifle pow- 
dor. It is an andorstood matter that this point is 
neutral territory, for Yankees come and go oat of 
Brownsville just’ as somo Confederates go in and 
oat of New-York. 

All this {a business, Cotton, goods, specie, and 
paper movey are the blood, bones, ilesh, nerves and 
tinows of businees, ‘To buy and soll, trade, ex- 
obage, barter and ebaifer are the occupations of 
the hour aed the day, and the huge multitudes of 
merobants, farmers, lawyers, preachors, tenwsters, 
doctora and feminine divioities keop straight in the 
faith from morning until night. Maoy ludiea bave 
mado their appoarance in the city, and our dry 

ods dealers have ploaceiiter times now than they 

id when none but sinrdy tesmaters bargniued for 
orivoline and calico; Pretty femules ere bore from 
Toxas, having made their pilgrimage to this mer 
eantild Mecca, across the desert and over the lonely 
road from here to Goliad, drivon to the journey by 
the necostity of tbo times, The war bas made our 
ywomen show their business quolitica, and those 
who onco accused them of too muoh indiflieronce 
and sometimes alowth, are ostonished at. the trans- 
formation whereby (hey are now become active, in- 
telligent and laboring ayente in the great revolution 
which ig not only divorcing ua politically but so- 
clally from the North. 

But there ede remarke are not the ones wo sot ont 
to write in’ this connection. Wo began with more 
practical ideas, and return to our design. We reca- 
pitulate for tho benefit of our renders the state of 
the business at thie point. Cotton has boon sold 
ae low as 200. this week, and hax been cold ss 
bigh as 250, In the first case it was eold for cash, 
and in the other it was sold for goods. We may 
rate the article at this time as about 250., provided | 
holders will exchange it for goods, Sowe are disup 
pointed at this condition of things, end swear that 
Gopreciation is tho result of collusion. The mer- 
chints deny that they have conspired, snd eay that 
prices in the interior will not Justify bigh bid 

Cotton has gono to upjastifiable figures in the 
intorior, and uo step could go efficiently reach aud 
check the advance os a reaction in thie market. 
‘That reaction is hore, and the consequonce is appsr- 
ent. Prices are down here, ond they must go down 
in the intorior. Freighta, too, ought to come down, 
for the rates havo advanced to alarming figures. 
All these matters have come up for consideration, 
‘and wo lay tbem beforo our friends in the tnterior. 
We did not make this condition of Eomarkeyead 
if the public feels somewhat annoyed that what 
tate isco, let it remembor that the fuct mado itself, 
and that wo aro not responsible.

Af I had, expected much, I should have been dis- 
appointed; for trath compels me to say—and I've 
boon somewhat of a traveler aud seen atrange lodg- 
ing-places in my time—that the “* Commercial Hotel” 
of Neshville is the filthiest, buggiest houzo, public 
or private, I ever parsad a night in. In any North- 
ern town it would bo indicted aa 8 nuisance, calou- 
Jated to breed peatilonce aud bad morals among the 
peoplo. Biscuit, heavy as lead; steak, Woagh as 
leathor; coffee, thick as mad; and corn-cake so eat- 
urated with smoke that all its origipal flayor bad 
departed, was its anvarying bill of fare. No, not 
uuvarying, for @ small fee to tho ebony waiter did 
procure mo some strawberries, and for them I 
blessed him, and of thom I made my suppor. 

Being fatigued with my journey,.I asked, early in 
tbe evening, to be shown tog room, and a servant 
conducted me toa dingy upartment in the rear of 
the house, where I had full advantage of all the 
fumes and perfumes of the kitchen. Its dimensions 
were about eight feet by twelve, and its walls wero 
smeured with soot and tobacco juicv. Its bare floor, 
which had never known s mop or scrubbing: 
brash, was coated with a layer of evil thick enough 
to raieo a crop of potatoes, But the bed, and the 
curtains, and the linen! (though, to be oxactly 
trutbfal—it waso't linen), Theso I must leave to 
the reader's imagination, for no description would 
do them Justice.

cook a seat by the window, and to the intense Welight 
of the cable molodists, joined in tho refrains, To 
give the reader an idea of what I bad to enduro, 
and of what “public sentiment” among the darkies 
of Nashville may be supposed to be, Tsubjoin one of 
the songe which I tried to take down in tho dark:

George Crockett Strong, at tho timo of his dea 
about thirty yeara old, was bora in Stockbridge, 
Vermont, but at an carly age Went with bis father 
to the western part of Muesachueetle, and was op- 
pointed to Weet Point in 1853 by the discrimination 
of Hon. George 'T. Davis, then representing that 
dieirict in Congrecs. Cadet Sirong graduated in 
1857, nmong the firct fiyo of bis clues, bat specially 
excelled all hia claesmates in tho militury exercises 
of tho campus, and took the rapk of commander of 
tho battalion of cadete, Ho was av ardent lover of 
Lis adopted State, and it wn bis ambition that ber 
cons should exceed all otbers, and specially their 
Southern classmates, Lient.

Strong 
need to say to hig studious olaesmate, ‘re! 
this State rivalry among the cadets: ‘You tako care 
of them Palfrey, inside, and I will out.” 

Lieut, Strong received bis brevet io tho Ordnance 
Departmont, and was for a while stationed at Sela, 
‘Ala, For eome youra provions tothe Rebellion he was 
stationed at Watervliat Arecnal, and whoo Mujor Mor- 
dccni proved untrae to his country Lieut.Strong wee 
out in charge of that import outpost. From thence he 
wos called to a position as cbief of ordnanco on the 
stoff of Gen, McDowell, and was in tho sction of 
Bull Roo, whon be distingnisticd himself by his cool 
conrage and daring. Afterward Lieut. Strong wna 
attached to the staff of Gen, MeClellan, and remained 
in the ceryico with that General till September, 1861, 
when, upon the application of Gen: Butler, Licut. 
Strong received the appointment of Assistant Ad- 
jatant-Gcnoral with the rank of rnnjor, and reported 
to the Department of Now-Englund, wherein be was 
made Chief of Staff and Acting Chiof of Ordnance, 
Major Strong’s eervices were most valuablo, and bis 
labora incessant, in siding Gen. Butler in recruiting 
his division and organizing the expedition to New- 
Orleans. Mojor Strong accompanied thut force to 
Ship Island, and from thence wos sent in commond 
of un expedition to Biloxi, Miecissippi, wheroin Lo 
met with signal success, and after a sharp action 
captured end bumed.a camp of the enemy of more 
than equal numbers with bis own. 

Major Strong labored most uetively for tho eug- 
cess of tho descent upon New Orleans, and lauded, 
May Jet, 1862, with tho firet cclamn in (bat city. 
The duties of hie offices of Adjutant-General aud 
Chief of Ordnance were eo arduous that bis health 
gove way ander them na early as the Ist of Juno, 
boing scized with the fever of the country, his com- 
mander and asgooiates of the Staff took ead leave of 
bim, ox, fearfally prostrated, he was carried on 
tho steamer for the Nortb, not believing the possi- 
bility of hie recovery. Rest and tho sea voyage 
wrought wonders, and hia comrades of the Gulf were 
overjoyed when thoir Caiof of Stoif returned to'them 
in September, with substautislly recovered health, 
thongh still saffering under @ chronic pulmonary 
digease. 

Mojor Strong’s activity of {ntellect could not bo 
saticfied with tho routine of office, and be songht 
and obtained permission from Geo, Butler for a 
force with which to mako ono of the most daring 
and brilliant raids of the war. Selecting abont'251 
picked men of the 12th Maine and 9h'Connecticut 
Vols, Major Strong went across Lake Pontbar- 
train, finding it imposeible to land near Pouchatoala, 
up the Tangbipaho River, as was his intention, be 
disembarked bis men at Pusa Mancbae at the upper 
end of tho Jake, and leaving one-balf his force to 
protect his rear, marched with 110 men, 11 mules, 
most of the way over tho treetlework of a railroad 
tbrongh a cypress swamp to the village of Ponteba- 
toula, the headquarters of Gon. Jeff, Thompson, 
which, after a closely-nontested action aguinst a eu- 
perior force, he captured, together with/a largo 
amount of commissary and other stores, Theeo 
were destroyed, together with the railroad care and 
public buildings, Major Strong brought olf as tro- 
phies the spars and sword of Geu, Thompson, which 
bears the inscriptions ‘ Prosouted by tho patriota of 
Mompbis.” - 

Gop. Strong, Whilo ardently devoted to bis pro 
feesion, by-no means confloed himeelf to ita sterner 
duties, butsolaced himeclf with the higher pursuits 
of litorature, Ho wea the author of a small volume 
vntitled “ Cadet Lifo in West Point,” a most read- 
able and sprightly book, descriptive of tho scones 
of his Alma Muter, and fraught with the viewa of 
ono who was in bimself the best efnmple of what 
tho ayotom of edacation there imparted will do with 
fs bigh and noble patare. So modest was Gen. 
Birong tbat that authorship was novos disclozed by 
him even to bis most intimate friends, and the writer 
of this notice only was told the fact by tho author 
after buving discovered the secret from the guesses 
made by a number of the Geooral’s class mates, avd 
‘an appeal to the gentleman by whom the book wos 
copyrighted. 

When Gen. Butler was relieved from tho Depart- 
ment of the Gulf, Mojor Strong retared with bim, 
and remained at New-York with bis family, at- 
tached to the staif of that General. 

For his gallantry, courage aud efficiency, apon 
the recommendation of Gen. Butler, Major Strong 
ywos appointed by the President Brigadier-General 
of Volunteers in Pebraary last,

eat effect upon his lungs, Gen, Strong was much 
redaced by eickness, and was kindly permilted by 
the War Department to remain attached to Gen. 
Butler's Staff, Although in a etate of health which 
to avy other man Would have been euggestive only 
of aphyeiciau anda sick bed, Gen. Strong's impa- 
tient, energetic spirit obafed too keenly under even 
enforced idleness. 

Finding tat there was no prospect that Gen. Bat- 
Jer would bo ordered into immediate service, not- 
withstanding bis sickness, Gen. Strong yoluntecred 
to go with Geu. Gillmore to participate in the attack 
on Charleston. The country was electrified by the 
nows of the gallantry with which he led his brigade 
jn the landing on Morris Island and firet assault 
upon Fort Wagner, unsucceegfal though it wae.

About Prutt Trees and Shrubs.—(In onr climate 
of great extremes much care is required in reariug 
fruit trees and shrubs, bat us a compensation the 
carefal and skillful cultivator is rewarded by great. 
er returas, especially in the quality aud flavor of 
the larger und finer fruits, than aro poeeible in more 
eqnablo climates. 

* The European modes of planting and rearing fruit 
trees und shrabs, generally ndopted among us, do 
not, I think, either guard sufficiently ogainst, or 
tako advantuge of, these peculiarities of oor climuto; 
20, I add my pebble to the pile, by giving the resulta 
of the limted experience und obeérvation of ono wbo 
bas always loved to plant und rear fruit treea aud 
shrnbs, aod bat always, too, been on the look out 
for ‘o morefexcollent way.’ 

Dangers Chigly to be Guarded Against.— 
Pericds of excessive heat and cold, dronth and 
nioistare, especiully when protracted; tho effect of 
thevafterboon san, Irom 2to 4 o'clock, on the bark 
of the south-weet side of apple aud some other frait 
trees; wind storms, chiefly from tho south-west, 
and insects destractive to trees and fruit, which 
kecri to multuply ag their patural food is provided. 
Selection and Preparation of Ground.—Land 
with agrrong clay eabsoil I consider beat for. Apple, 
Pear, Cherry, und most otber long-hved fruit trees 
‘Their tup-roots grow beat in such soils, and sustain 
both treo and trait during tho long’ and severe 
drouths of Summor and oarly Fall. It is essential 
thut thero should. bd’ no standing water at the roots 
of fruit trees. The best under-draining is inade- 
quate to provent this after some of our great and

e furrows to the center of the ridge, which shoul: 
be widened to conform to the growth of tho trees. 
‘The apace between (which may now be thrown into 
ono ridge) ehould be kept bighly manured, and may 
be cultivated in any crops for which the lund fy 
suited. 

Fruit trees will not bear raw manute uear their 


roots. If the ground between the froit ridges is 
kept well manured, the ecrapings of ditches every 
Spring und Fall will be tho beat and most conve- 
uient geveral manure for the froit ridges; while 
donee, ashes, and other epecial manures and mulch- 
ings may bo upplied as required. 

Tr Mr. Liobiy's theory aa to the effect of ammonia 

Ve correct, the exholatious from the highly maonred 
sorface of the epaces between the {rut ridges will 
Develit both trees and crops, 
‘Tho trees ebould be made to branch low, so as to 
shade the stems, and for other good reasons, and 
kopt upright by stakes when neceesury, though 
theze ebould be dispensed with as goon a8 possible. 

‘Some Other Advantages.—Treea in N, E. and S. 
W. rows shelter euch other from the 8. W, storms, 
and also from the afternoon (2 to 4 o'clock) sun, 
which in Winter as well as in Summer bas destroyed 
0 many fine young orchards. Poach and other fast- 
growing and short-lived trees, planted oa tho fruit 
ridges, Dotweeu the more permanent fruit trees, will 
aid in this. 

Euch of the spaces between the fruit ridges will 
have tho protection of u belt of low trees from the 
north-west winds and the Jate Spring froste, and 
also, in part, from the scorching sun in Sommer and 
early Pall. I bave several times raised fair crops 
of potatoes, and otber roots and vegetubles, eo abel- 
tered by belts of treos, in extreme soasone, when 
similar crops, without such ebelter, hive falled—tue 
udyautages in other respects being equal, 

Raspberry vod currant busbos, planted in rows 
abont 12 feet apart, give the eame shelter to plants 
roured in the ejaces between the rows, and muy be 
cultivated alot ontirely with a ous-horee plow. 

It is desirnblo \hat an orcbard, when properly Jo« 
cated, should be permanent, Where fruit-treen, 
plapted in rows a8 wuch as four rods apart, begin to 
fail, intervening roWs of young trees way be planted 
on ground specially prepared by man: years’ culti- 
vatiun, upd uot exbayated of ite fruit-bearing quuli« 
ties, us in orcbards plaated in the usual way.

Tniects Lijurious to Trees and Frui 
Kept in healthy and vigorouy condition are much 
the leat liablé to attack. Washing the bark with 
lye or lime-wash is o well kuowa and approved 
wetbod for dislodging them from the bark. “La the 
latter jart of Jane, about vine years ago, finding 
that sone apple-trees, then over 00 years old, were 
decayitg, appurently ‘from the effeot of insects in 
the bart, I etripped the whole of the burk from the 
stems ojeiyht or ten of the trees most affected, be- 
ginniognt the root, and. extending upward fivo to 
scyen ft to the lowest branches. . 

Ido hot remember where I learned this rude 
remedy; but it was effectual, ‘and I would not besi- 
inte to ‘peat it when needed. A new bark was 
formed i} a few hours, and most of the trees go 
treated \re now live and doing well: while all 
others inthe awe neighborhood, though appureutly 
lees affeced, are long since dead, 

For thepeach tree borer, ater using the knife to 
destroy tye worm (in May), wrap woolen cloths 
around tt bared root and lower stem, and pour 
ecaldiog ttapsuda between the treo aud the Wrap- 
pinga. Theésteam usaally penetrates their holes and 
destroys Wint have escaped the knifo, The ecald-

American Tea Piant-—H. A. Hucrs, Lebanon, 
Conn., eends specimens of a plant which be says: 
J auppose it to be the tea plant, epoken of in ‘Tine 
Trunuve. I bave been told by an old lady who 
lived twolve years before the great Tea Party in 
Boston that this is the tea eo much used in those 
daye.” ‘The lenves of the specimen went are aboat 
fan inch long, one-third of an inch wide, sharp point- 
ed, light-green color, growing upon a Light yellow 
atem, in Buccessiye clusters of five. Suull yellow 
flowers, upoo delicate foot stalks an inch long, start 
out four from each bauch of leaves, upon the part 
of the stalk that affords bloom.

I drow out one wheu pallivg 
them that measnred seventeen feet in length, and w 
swull yield of grain, not more than oue-lourth us 
much us those sown when the moon was full, aud 
full four times ea much vines on the same quantity. of 
ground, A neighbor of mine sowed about the sume 
Cime that I eowed the first, with about tbe sume ro- 
sults, Lbaye never yet, secu a crop of peas tbat 
yielded well that was putin when the mooa was 
boll.”

Clubs, and we are sorry that these facts do uot 
agree with Mr. Clapp'a theory thut his is the larg 
eat, most prolific, and best strawberry yet known, 
aud we ouly ask for ita fair trial whoo sotroduced 
into other sections of tho country, We bave 
frequently spoken highly of this etrawberry, aud 
certainly have nover intentionally dono it injustice, 
and believe that is tho fevling of every member of 
the Parmere’ Club, which now stands adjourned till 
Sept. 1. 


Agricnltarnl Prospects, 

Tho latest accounts from the West are rather 
gloomy. Tbe great drouth has now prevsiled so 
long that ithas begun to effect the corn very seriously. 
‘An intelligent goutlewan, who bas lately traveled 
much in Ohio, Indiava, and Illinois, gave it as his 
opinion to-day, July 29, that if the drouth continued 
two weeks, it would rain balf of the corn crop 10 
those States. Up to Jaly 15, only here aud there a 
piece’ of corn bad euffered materially—tbat is 90 
tbat it would not recover with rain, bul os it had 
none for ten days lator, he feared that mavy fields 
had vever been wet sives they wero placted. Yet, 
having been well tended, frequently by “the women 
folks,’ the corn looked well, aud was ready to eet 
eara, but could not do it while the Jeavea were 
curled up so compactly by drouth. ? 

Paaturage, aleo, in those States, is getting very 
short, and a deatitation of water begins to bo felt. 
Tt is this that bas sent forward eo many lean cattle. 
‘A lotter from Minnozota saya that many crops arc 
utterly ruined in that State. ‘ 

In thia vicinity the farmers only complaint is too 
much rain, It has spoiled a good desl of bay. All 
other crops are flourishing, and, as o general thing, 


that is the case throughout the North-[netern and 
Middle States, and, with the exception’ of pluces af 
eeted by droath at the Weat, it is the cuss every- 
where, ‘

Moreover, beyond’ tae colosy of Algeria, the crops 
have been guthered Jn muny parts of Southero 
Enrope, the South of Francs included; aud in the 
environs of Odessa the eicile 1s by tuia time in fall 
operation. So that, with doubtful beginnings, 
Providenco seems to havo pleoty in reserve for a 
dependeut world, which, bad its study been peace, 
was provided with amplo means.

Wo sre 
not aware tbat any discrimination is made iu the 
charactor of the soil, noriythe distance apart, ‘The 
oldest drainer, and the most practical one in this 
country, is John Jobnstoa of Geneva, N.¥. He 
eaya: 

“ If practicable, drains should: go eo deep that the 
water cowes in at the sides, instend of rising from 
tho bottom of the ditch, und this I have found the 
cuto at from tywo and a half to three fest deep on my 
farm. After going deep enough to protect the tile— 
und two und u balt feet is smplo for that—I can sea 
no reason for going down eighteen inches into the 
bard-pan or stil clay, whereiu there is uo water, 
neither do I think any man can show a good reason 
for 80 doing."

“ With regard to frequent drains a oppoved to 
deep ones at wider intervals, Mr. D. stated a caso 
where, in 1854, an occupant of a farm drained ten 
acres tivo feet ight inches deep and five uad a ball 
yards apart, The farm then changiog bands, the 
hew occupant drained tho remajnd=r of the farm 
four feet deop and eleven yurds upart. The felda 
were laid together, eo (hit the sbullow and part of 
ths doep-draied Innd wero one field; the plow, 
drill, &¢., went across both of them every turn, In 
parinerebip with the occupant, Mr. D, carried on 
the furm till 1859. Io reference to the effect of the 
different systems of drainuge, bo ep: I plodga 
my word to tho fact that every spriay the laud 
worked properly, earlier by two or threo days on 
the frequent-drained part thun it did on tho deep- 
drained part. I went to the farm the other day to 
inquire, and both tue bailiff ond plowman told me 
it was tho samo gow. On the sawe farm, in 1860, 
the new tenant finding one fielé where the deep 
draining which bad been done eleven yurds apart 
was particularly wet midway between the draing, 
he put a eballow ono ia each epace, and be tells me 
it does very well now, and thst although tbess sbal~ 
low drains cross the uiain of the deep ones, when 
heavy rain has fallen they raa well at the ‘eyes; of 
course after light rains the water soaks iatothe 
loosened earth, where it crosses the muin deep 
drain.’
